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Concerns 
new farm 
may pave 
way in UK 

MEGA-farms such as one 
planned at a location near 
Welshpool could spring up 
across Britain, campaigners 
warned today. 

The Soil Association has 
launched a campaign 
against large scale farming 
which it says threatens the 
landscape, farming and 
rural communities. 

A farmer who wants to 
build a 1,000-cow dairy unit 
near Welshpool is expecting 
to find out whether he will 
be granted planning permis¬ 
sion within the next month 
following a public inquiry. 

Fraser Jones applied to 
Powys County Council to 
create the ‘superfarm’ at 
Lower Leighton Farm. 

Others planned across the 
UK include a 25,000 capac¬ 
ity pig farm in Derbyshire 
and one of the biggest 
salmon farms in the world at 
Galway Bay in Ireland. 

Farmers say the introduc¬ 
tion of modern facilities 
offers a solution to Britain’s 
appetite for cheap meat 
while improving animal wel¬ 
fare and without affecting 
the environment. 

But Lord Melchett, the 
Soil Association’s director of 
policy, said: “The solution is 
not to create huge-scale 
intensive operations that 
threaten our landscape, 
farming and rural communi¬ 
ties. We will end up paying a 
high price for what may be 
marginally cheaper food.” 

Carol Lever, of the World 
Society for the Protection of 
Animals, said: “It could 
potentially change farming 
and the countryside for 
ever.”

Step back in time for aqueduct trip 


A NARROWBOAT was pulled across a 
landmark by horse for the first time in 60 
years during a celebration of the area’s 
industrial heritage. 

Saturn, the last horse-drawn Shrop¬ 
shire Union Canal fly-boat in the world 
which is now used for education projects, 
is currently visiting towns and villages 
along the Llangollen Canal. 

To make the visit extra special, arrange¬ 
ments were made for the historic boat to 
be pulled across the Chirk Aqueduct by 


horse, repeating a scene which would have 
been commonplace when canals were used 
throughout Britain as the main way of 
transport. 

Organisers of the visit said they were 
delighted to get permission from the 
Canal and River Trust, who now look 
after the waterways of England and 
Wales, to have the boat drawn over the 
aqueduct and through the quarter-mile 
long Chirk Tunnel by horse yesterday 
(Wednesday) and said the horse, called 


Taff, did a perfect job. The trip is an inte¬ 
gral part of the Llangollen Schools Educa¬ 
tion Days and is a joint project between 
the Llangollen Wharf and the Shropshire 
Union Fly-boat Restoration Society. 

The Saturn will be at The Wharf from 
until Friday next week. 

Llangollen Wharf director Steve Fur¬ 
niss said: “It was a bit damp but Taff 
didn’t bat an eyelid crossing the aqueduct, 
even with a 70ft drop to his right.”

SCHOM NURSES CALLED 
IN TO FIGHT MEASLES 


A TEAM of school nurses have been called in to help con¬ 
tain the ongoing measles outbreak in Oswestry. 

The measles upsurge which recently hit Shropshire is a particular problem in Oswestry 
and health bosses said school nurses have been working with GP practices in the area in 
a bid to help vaccinate children and young people who may not have had their full course 
of the MMR vaccine.

The vaccine is essential for protecting people against measles. 

The move comes as health bosses revealed incidences of the disease in Shropshire had 

risen to 47 cases. At the start of this month 
Shropshire had 41 cases of measles, with 
more than half in the Oswestry area. Latest 
figures show Shropshire now has six con¬ 
firmed cases and 41 suspected cases. 

Health chiefs say that in order to provide 
those who have not had their full course of 
the MMR vaccination in the area with an 
opportunity to catch up, GP practices in the 
town have offered special clinics to patients. 

They added that the school nurse team 
from Shropshire Community Health has 
been working with the GPs as well as the 
local clinical commissioning group and local 
council to support the vaccination clinics. 

Maggie Bayley, director of nursing and 
quality for Shropshire Community Health 
Trust, said: “This is about the local NHS 
pulling together to make sure local people 
get the care and protection they need.” 

Dr Caron Morton, Accountable Officer 
speaking on behalf of Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, said: “We are work¬ 
ing hard to make sure that all those patients 
who have not completed their MMR vacci¬ 
nation get the opportunity to do so. 

“The GP practices in Oswestry have been 
in contact with all relevant patients - either 
by phone or letter - and hope that they will 
come along to get vaccinated.” 

The GP practices running catch-up MMR 
sessions in the Oswestry area are Cambrian 
Medical Centre, Caxton Surgery and Plas 
Ffynnon. 


Bypass repair 
work under way 

WORK has started on repairs to a road badly 
damaged by the extreme winter weather. 

Ice, frost and snow took its toll on the A5 
Nesscliffe bypass, near Oswestry, leaving 
potholes and destroying the road surface, 
particularly the anti-skid surface close to the 
roundabouts. 

The Highways Agency brought forward 
repairs after scores of drivers complained. 

The road between the Felton Butler and 
the Wolfs Head roundabouts will be closed 
from 8pm until 6am for one week. 

A spokesman for the Highways Agency 
said the work was taking place overnight to 
minimise disruption to road users. 

“Diversions will be in place and will be 
clearly signposted at the two roundabouts. 
The emergency works are necessary to 
repair the damaged road surface.” 

Traffic will be diverted through the village 
of Nesscliffe, along the old A5.

Hospital's 
long wait 
for spinal 
surgeries 

BOSSES of a hospital 
named as having the longest 
waiting times for 
orthopaedic operations 
today said specialist spinal 
surgery was skewing the fig¬ 
ures. 

The Orthopaedic Hospital 
in Oswestry has had to take 
patients from other hospi¬ 
tals which no longer carry 
out such surgery. 

It currently has 50 
patients on its lists who have 
been waiting more than a 
year for their operation. 

However, the NHS says 
English patients should wait 
no longer than 18 weeks. 

A survey in February 
showed that the Telford and 
Shrewsbury NHS Trust had 
a 25 week waiting list and 
the Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Hospital an average of 
41 weeks. 

Today hospital chiefs in 
Oswestry said the figure was 
down to 34 weeks. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, 
chief executive at the foun¬ 
dation hospital NHS Trust, 
said the hospital had allowed 
patients to choose to wait for 
specific consultants, which 
led to longer waiting times. 

She said that all those 
waiting for a long time were 
waiting for spinal surgery. 

“There is a national prob¬ 
lem with waiting times for 
spinal surgery,” she said. 

“As a specialist centre, we 
have taken on additional 
referrals from areas where 
they no longer provide a 
national spinal disorders 
service and consequently 
our services are in huge 
demand.” 

Rain causes 
flood chaos 

OSWESTRY was hit by flash 
flooding this week after tor¬ 
rential rain lashed the area. 

Roads were flooded caus¬ 
ing delays for motorists and 
some low lying fields were 
left saturated. 

Motorists were held up on 
the A5 at West Felton by 
surface water flooding from 
the B5009 junction to Mile 
End Roundabout. 

Forecasters said today 
(Thursday) would see sun¬ 
shine and cloud with patches 
of rain in the afternoon.

Pupils put pen 
to paper over 
drink dangers 


CHILDREN in Oswestry are being urged to 
write about the damage alcohol has caused 
in their community and within their fami¬ 
lies. 

It is part of a hard-hitting creative writing 
campaign launched by the Oswestry Com¬ 
munity Alcohol Partnership (Os-CAP), 
which works to raise awareness of the dan¬ 
gers of alcohol. 

According to the most recent figures, 
nearly 90 per cent of Shropshire residents - 
about 216,000 people - are drinkers. 

While the majority drink sensibly, more 
than 40,000 are classed as binge drinkers, 
and a further 11,000 are ‘high risk’ 
drinkers. It concluded that another 42,000 
people are ‘increasing risk drinkers’. 

And it estimated that there are nearly 
7,500 alcoholics across the county. 

Alcohol was a contributory factor in more 
than half of the 17 accidental fire deaths in 
the county between April 2005 and April 
2011, and a factor in some of the 29 river 
deaths since 2005. 

Councillor Vince Hunt, chairman of Os- 
CAR said: “This is a really good opportunity 
for children to get creative through writing, 
whilst also thinking about the negative 
effects of alcohol.” 

The competition is open to key stage 
three and four schoolchildren.Winners will 
receive a £100 gift voucher and runners up 
will receive a £25 gift voucher. 

Competition packs have been given to 
teachers at local schools for entries to be 
submitted by May 22. 


Employment 

“The key priorities that have been picked 
out again centre around revitalising the 
town centre, creating employment and 
gaining early access to land for development 
for business purposes. 

“Already we are better placed than many 
market towns as we have a grant scheme to 
attract and assist new retailers. 

“We have invested £10,000 in Start-Up 
Britain looking to develop and encourage 
young entrepreneurs. 

“We are arranging additional events for

Councillor Schofield took over the role of 
mayor from Councillor Martin Bennett who 
he praised for his dedication. 

He said: “I have witnessed first-hand the 
whirlwind number of meetings, events and 
engagements that Martin Bennett has been 
involved in. 

“Everything is done with 100 per cent 
commitment, sometimes more, and under 
his leadership some very big decisions have 
been taken in the last 12 months.”

£12m spend for 
power supply unit 

AN ageing electricity sub¬ 
station in Oswestry is to 
have a £12 million revamp. 

ScottishPower Energy 
Networks said the upgrade 
of the 132,000 volt substa¬ 
tion at Whittington Road 
will replace infrastructure 
that has served the 
Oswestry, Ellesmere, 
Welshpool and Newtown 
areas for over 50 years. 

The substation supplies 
90,000 people and the 
work should be finished by 
the summer of 2015. 

Mark Sobczak at Scot¬ 
tishPower Energy Net¬ 
works, said: “This 

multi-million pound proj¬ 
ect will ensure the net¬ 
work from Oswestry to 
Newtown and surrounding 
areas is modern and 
robust.” 

ScottishPower says it 
has developed a work pro¬ 
gramme that will not 
interrupt supplies to cus¬ 
tomers. 

Clay pigeon club 
seeks new venue 

A CLAY pigeon shooting 
club is having to find a 
new venue because the 
quarry it has used for a 
quarter of a century is to 
become a nature reserve. 

The Oswestry police 
clay pigeon club was set 
up by members of the 
Oswestry police club in 
the 1980s but is now run 
by two retired officers. It 
has met once a month at 
the Llynclys Quarry for 
the past 25 years. 

Jim Ashley, a founder 
member, said “It is a 
shame. 

“We are now looking for

He said the group had to thank various 
grant-giving bodies such as the Hilton Jones 
Trust, the Awards for All funding scheme, 
the National Community Alcohol Partner¬ 
ship Fund and OsCAP for their support. 

Mr Wilson said: “The challenge for 
Oswestry Youth Cafe, as it has been for 
many years, is to keep the ship afloat, and 
2012-2013 has been no exception. 

“And yet we have done it by having a ded¬ 
icated staff team of paid and volunteer staff, 
second to none. Our management commit¬ 
tee has remained constant and committed 
with many of them continuing to take on 
sessional youth support roles and adminis¬ 
tration tasks.” 

Mr Wilson added: “Our attendance fig¬ 
ures show a slight increase and we have 
approximately 180 members. 

“I put the decrease in numbers in the lat¬ 
ter part of the year down to us being able to 
run fewer sessions due to bad weather con¬ 
ditions.” 

Mr Wilson said the year’s financial strug¬ 
gles had not been helped by the unexpected 
cost of dealing with water leaks and alarm 
system improvements which cost about 
£3,500 and said support from local charities 
and businesses had been a funding lifeline. 

He added: “Funding is still coming in and 
during the last two weeks of April one 
county charity and one local one has 
awarded the cafe £8,000 between them, 
showing us that the work we do is valued.”

Q: Now they have stopped legal aid for divorce cases, is there any reason why my estranged husband and I can’t represent ourselves in court without using 
Solicitors? Our separation is quite amicable. 

A: Firstly, the legislation which came into force on 1st April this year also required that all children and finance cases following separation be assessed for the 
suitability of Mediation, prior to any Court application being made. Only after a couple has been assessed for Mediation and it is either deemed unsuitable or 
has been attempted and was unsuccessful can the case be heard in Court. Divorce petitions can be filed at Court without the need to attend at mediation. 
Mediation can be highly cost-effective as it primarily only involves one Solicitor, although some couples going through Mediation prefer to each use a lawyer to 
take advice during the process and ensure their Agreements are fair and legally binding. 

A trained, impartial Mediator will help you and your former partner talk through issues relating to money, children and any other consequences of your 
separation that you need to resolve, taking into account what is best for you and any children you may have. The number of mediation sessions you need 
depends on the requirements of all concerned. 

If proposals are reached through Mediation they are drawn into a Memorandum of Understanding by the Mediator. The financial proposals in the Memorandum 
of Understanding can then be converted into a Consent Order for court purposes if appropriate, or into another form of binding Deed/Agreement. If no 
Agreement can be reached, then you can consider the Traditional Court route or Arbitration. 

Not all law firms have trained Mediators, so if you choose one that does not have a Mediator they will need to refer you to a firm like ourselves that offers a 
Mediation service.

Eagle sculpture lands with 
voluntary help from firms 


A STUNNING sculpture depicting the legendary origins of a town has 
been unveiled. 

The history of Oswestry has been captured as a giant eagle holding the arm of the king 
that gave the town its name. 

The nine-foot bird stands proud at the site of St Oswald’s Well, next to Oswestry School. 

It forms part of the Oswestry Urban Safari Trail, a series of animal statues to encourage 
visitors to the town. 

King Oswald, who was defeated in battle, is said to have had one of his arms taken by 
a huge eagle. 


Legend has it that the bird took it to a 
nearby tree where it fell to the ground and 
was said to have caused a natural spring to 
form. 

Local sculptor, Jeremy Schrecker, care¬ 
fully crafted a man’s arm which has been 
fitted into a specially created gauntlet to 
represent the arm of King Oswald. 

The magnificent eagle, on a specially 
designed plinth, has been provided by the 
British Ironworks Centre, recent winners of 
the Chronicle Business Awards for “Com¬ 
munity Champion”. 

Benefit 

Digger Rentals, T G Griffiths and local 
sculptor Jeremy Schrecker helped out with 
the installation labour and raw materials 
free of charge for the benefit of the town. 

T G Griffiths supplied ready mix concrete 
and Digger Rentals then lifted and sited the 
huge bird using their teleporter. 

Engraving Plus of Oswestry then 
engraved the plaque, with a fitting inscrip¬ 
tion to the memory of King Oswald. 

The piece was revealed to staff and pupils 
of Oswestry School together with town 
councillors Keith Barrow and Vince Hunt. 

Douglas Robb, head of Oswestry School, 
said: “I am delighted we can be involved in 
the safari trail. The eagle highlights the his¬ 
tory of Oswestry, and I am astonished by 
the generosity and kindness from the 
British Ironwork Centre to help our town.”

“Oswald’s Tree”. 

• According to legend an eagle picked up 
one of his arms but dropped it and a spring 
burst from where it landed.

New sculptures unveiled to 
share heritage of canal site 


TWO sculptures depicting the landscape 
around a World Heritage Site near Oswestry 
have been formally unveiled. 

The two sculptures feature images of the Chirk aqueduct 
etched into metal, and have been placed next to the Llan¬ 
gollen Canal at Gledrid. 

Artist Jason Hicklin, from Ellesmere, spent two years 
creating the etchings along with further sculptures which 


are due to be unveiled at 
Lower Frankton, 

Llanymynech and in 
Ellesmere during the next 
month. 

Children from nearby 
Weston Rhyn Primary 
School visited the canal to 
see the new installations on 
Monday. 

Jason said: “I work with 
acids and metals and base all 
my work on British land¬ 
scapes, but this is the first 
time I’ve ever done work 
with an inland waterway or 
with sculpture. 

“The idea comes from an 
Ordnance Survey map - 
something folded that’s 
being unfolded. It was an 
experimental project 

because I’ve never made 
sculptures before and I had 
to get a team together, and I 
only had a limited budget to 
work with. 

“I’ve really enjoyed the 
project. The images are all 
based on the local area, and 
it’s been an absolute eye 
opener to me to learn about 
the engineering of the canals 
and the experts who worked

on them, doing something 
that they didn’t know would 
work. When Thomas Telford 
designed the aqueduct he 
was working in the dark 
because he didn’t know for 
sure that it would work, and 
I felt a bit like that as well 
while I was working on this 
project.” 

The project was commis¬ 
sioned by the Ellesmere 
Sculpture Initiative and was 
first mooted in 2009, when 
an 11-mile corridor of the 
canal, which includes Chirk 
Bank and the nearby Chirk 
Aqueduct, was granted 
World Heritage Site status. 

Sandra Thomas from the 
initiative said: “The etch¬ 
ings are at key points along 
the route of the old 
Ellesmere canal, which is 
now the Llangollen Canal 
and the Montgomery 
Canal,” she said. 

“They are really artistic 
interpretations of what 
Jason sees, supported by 
local and historical informa¬ 
tion.”

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Wartime 
radio HQ 
branded 
an eyesore 

A FORMERLY secret Sec¬ 
ond World War and Cold 
War telecommunications 
centre has been branded an 
eyesore after being left to rot 
for a decade. 

The Criggion radio sta¬ 
tion, near Oswestry, under¬ 
neath the picturesque 
Breiddens, was branded a 
blot on the landscape by 
Powys county councillor 
Graham Brown. He said 10 
years of vandalism had 
taken its toll and trespassers 
are risking their lives 
because of broken glass and 
other debris. 

A spokesman for BT, 
which is responsible for the 
site, said it will clear the 
rubbish. 

Built during the Second 
World War, the Criggion sta¬ 
tion was used to keep the 
Admiralty in contact with 
Royal Navy ships around the 
world. The site became a sig¬ 
nal relay station for nuclear 
submarines during the Cold 
War, as well as for overseas 
telephone communications. 

It closed in 2003 and the 
masts were demolished. 

But Councillor Brown 
said: “Glass has been 
smashed and is all over the 
floor inside and thieves have 
taken all the wiring and any¬ 
thing else of note inside the 
buildings.” 

A spokesman for BT said: 
“BT is considering its posi¬ 
tion as leaseholder of this 
site and the site’s future is 
currently under review.” 


Swans show 
off cygnets

MEET the latest residents at a castle near Oswestry. 

These seven cygnets all hatched at Whittington Castle. They are the offspring of the 
property’s resident swans, Betty and Bill. The arrival of the youngsters is especially wel¬ 
come because last year bad weather meant no eggs hatched successfully. 

Castle manager Sue Ellis said: “We are delighted to have a family of swans back again. 
“Last year the eggs spoiled because of bad weather which was disappointing for everyone 
because the castle has become so well known for its swans. 

“Six eggs had hatched by last Tuesday and I have been told another hatched the other 

day so we have seven cygnets at the 
moment. There are two more eggs in the 
nest but we don’t know whether they will 
hatch successfully. 

“We would ask visitors not to get too close 
to the nest because obviously the adult 
swans will be naturally protective of the 
young. And we would also say that the 
cygnets may disappear for about 10 days 
soon because the female adults takes them 
down to the River Perry or down the fields 
near the castle to protect them from preda¬ 
tors. 

“They return pretty soon afterwards and 
it is lovely to see the family around the cas¬ 
tle. The swans are always very popular.” 

The parent swans have been at the castle 
for about 13 years. 

The family will stay together until about 
October when for safety reasons the off¬ 
spring will be taken from the site by RSPCA 
officers. Miss Ellis said: “Once the young 
swans start to fly they need to be moved. 

“They cause a bit of havoc often on the 
road outside the castle and in the past they 
have flown into phone lines. 

“We move them for their own safety. 

“I have to write to Natural England to get 
a licence to move the swans and then we

Press must always have the right to speak out 


HOW many of us saw the sex 
scandals that now hang over so 
many TV personalities coming? 

Certainly not me - but perhaps I should¬ 
n’t have been so shocked about one of the 
cases a many were. 

I have long been an admirer of Stuart 
Hall. 

He was a childhood hero as the host of 
the amazing It’s A Knockout series and 
more recently his Radio 5 commentary 
from the country’s biggest football stadi¬ 
ums was the stuff of legends. 

The persona of the jovial buffoon fooled 
us all though and now the veteran BBC 
broadcaster, has been described as an 
“opportunistic predator” by the Crown 
Prosecution Service after he admitted a 
string of historic sex offences against girls. 

What angers me is that it has taken so 
long for he, and so many others recently 
named, to be exposed. 



Back in 2004 I was with over 150 others 
at a newspaper publishers awards cere¬ 
mony and witnessed Hall manhandle a 
oung lady as she collected a prize for 
eing named the young journalist of the 
year. 

What should have been her finest hour 
turned into a nightmare for Beth Neil 
when Hall presented the award by openly 
groping her on stage and then slapping her 
on the bottom as she walked off. 

I remember vividly the horror we all felt 
in that room that day. Her editor wrote a 


letter of complaint to Hall, who apologised 
by return and sent her a video of It’s A 
Knockout as compensation. 

Why was the incident not taken any fur¬ 
ther? Because like so many of the cases 
now coming out of the woodwork it was 
because of Hall’s personality status. 

Which is why the press must never be 
shackled in naming suspects. If this inci¬ 
dent had been taken further many more 
victims would have come forward. 

This case really highlights the argument 
for naming arrested suspects. One police 
force is refusing to name people who have 
been charged until they appear in court. 

This could lead to secret justice replac¬ 
ing rights of the public, and indeed defen¬ 
dants. Adopting such tactics would mean 
cases such as Hall’s would never have 
come to light.

Officers explained the bid had been 
resubmitted after an announcement in 
February that Shropshire Council has a 
shortfall in the five-year supply of housing 
land. 

Sounded like a no-brainier to me. 

What is the point of officers giving 
advice if it is not taken? 

And why announce a shortfall if you are 
going to reject such a worthy application?

Nursing pioneer Mary's 
OBE handed to hospital

THE OBE presented to one of 
Oswestry’s most influential 
nurses has been presented as a 
lasting memorial to the hospital 
where she worked. 

Relatives of Mary Powell OBE, whose 
achievements included writing a textbook 
used by orthopaedic nurses across the world, 
have given her medal for services to medi¬ 
cine to officials at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

Orthopaedics is the branch of medicine 
concerned with muscles, bones, joints and 
nerves. 

The presentation came after more than 
100 people, including nurses, doctors, phys¬ 
iotherapists and medical students, attended 
a two-day conference at the hospital to mark 
what would have been Miss Powell’s 100th 
year. 

Event organiser Sister Alex Radford said: 
“Mary Powell was a great influence both at 
The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital and across the 
orthopaedic world. 

“We thought it would be a fitting tribute 
to her. We are hoping the conference will run 
bi-annually. 

“The conference featured 16 of our con¬ 
sultants providing presentations on the 
advances which we see in orthopaedics today 
and what we hope to see in the future.” 

Internationally recognised as a pioneer in 
orthopaedic nursing, Miss Powell was born 
in Pulverbatch near Shrewsbury and always 
wanted to be a nurse. 

She first worked at the Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital in 1936 as a staff 
nurse, training under Dame Agnes Hunt 
and later came back to work for the hospital 
as Matron. Her book ‘Orthopaedic Nursing’ 
became the standard textbook for 
orthopaedic nurses and ran over nine edi¬ 
tions over 35 years.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to 
create pylons linking windfarms 
in Mid Wales have found an 
unlikely ally - Prince Harry. 

The prince voiced concerns about the 
visual impact of windfarms after attending 
a reception in Denver in the United Sates 
and his views are apparently shared by his 
father, the Prince of Wales. 

It comes just weeks ahead of the start of 
a public inquiry into plans to build wind- 
farms across Mid Wales. The first session 
will be held at the Royal Oak in Welshpool 
on June 4. 

National Grid wants to build a 400,000- 
volt electricity line across the Shropshire 
border to feed electricity generated from the 
proposed windfarms into the national net¬ 
work. Its planned route will run from an 
electricity substation at Cefn Coch, west of 
Welshpool, via Llansantffraid, south of 
Llanymynech and Oswestry, to Lower 
Frankton where it would join the main grid. 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomeryshire, 
who is leading the fight against the pylon 
plans, said: “I am very pleased with Prince 
Harry’s views. 

“We all acknowledge climate change is a 
huge issue, but onshore windfarms are not 
the way to go.” 

Susan Reilly, chief executive officer of 
Renewable Energy Systems Americas, said 
she had reassured the prince during the 
reception about the benefits of wind tur¬ 
bines, just as she had with his father. 

She said: “Prince Harry said he was wor¬ 
ried about their visual impact. I told him 
that I had met his father some years ago and 
when we discussed windfarms he shared his 
concerns. 

“But as with Prince Charles, I pointed out 
that we need to strike a balance between 
their visual impact and the need for renew¬ 
able energy.”

Holiday 
couple in 
drama on 
jet home 

A COUPLE caught up in an 
emergency scare on their 
way home from holiday say 
their experience shows how 
important it is to take notice 
of safety drills on airplanes. 

Colin and Angela Spicer, 
from Dudleston Heath near 
Oswestry, were travelling 
home from Italy to Man¬ 
chester last Thursday when 
the pilot suddenly called out 
an emergency procedure and 
the oxygen masks dropped 
from above their seats. 

“It is something that you 
never think is going to hap¬ 
pen,” Mr Spicer said. 

“When the safety demon¬ 
strations take place at the 
start of every flight I don’t 
think anyone really takes a 
lot of interest. But Thursday 
showed just how important 
they are.” 

Passengers on the Jet 2 
flight had to wear the oxy¬ 
gen masks for about 20 min¬ 
utes while the aircraft lost 
altitude and a decompres¬ 
sion problem was sorted out. 

Mr Spicer said: “The 
stewardesses were very pro¬ 
fessional and put us all at 
ease. The problem was 
sorted out in about 20 min¬ 
utes and we landed in Man¬ 
chester airport safely. There 
was great applause from the 
passengers for the pilot and 
co-pilot.” 

Mr Spicer said the plane 
was given an escort from a 
fire vehicle and was parked 
away from the main termi¬ 
nus.

The firm had to go through a rigorous 
inspection process.

AN ELLESMERE school is 
to undergo a major expan¬ 
sion after receiving a Gov¬ 
ernment grant of £400,000. 

Lakelands School will use 
the money to build a two- 
storey extension that will 
see a new classroom and 
improved dining room for its 
570 pupils. 

Headteacher Ian Sanders 
said: “Receiving this money 
is brilliant news and a 
tremendous opportunity for 
the school.”

“Alongside the expansion 
the money will also be used 
to double glaze all the win¬ 
dows which will make the 
school more environmen¬ 
tally friendly and also a 
more pleasant place to be.” 

It is hoped the work will 
be done by Christmas.

A MAJOR fundraising event on the River 
Dee has been blocked by anglers who say it 
can only be held outside the fishing season.

Councillors reject plans for 
hospital workers' housing

Setterington, extended schools manager at 
the Lakelands School, involves each second¬ 
ary school selecting five young leaders to 
represent their school. 

Throughout the school year, leaders will 
attend a number of training days, of which 
the tennis course was the latest. 


They said the application would lead to 
‘sporadic, unsustainable development’. 

And the councillors ruled that the pro¬ 
posed application site would ‘result in a 
form of development which is not in keeping 
with the context and character of the imme¬ 
diate area’. The committee had been urged 
to approve the plans even though in Decem¬ 
ber they refused an identical bid. 

A report from planning officers explained 
the bid had been resubmitted after an 
announcement in February that Shropshire 
Council has a shortfall in the five-year sup¬ 
ply of housing land. The shortfall means a 
number of policies relating to housing sup¬ 
ply are now considered to be out of date and 
the key planning issue is now whether pro¬ 
posed developments are in a ‘sustainable’ 
location rather than whether they are 
within a defined development boundary. 

The officers’ report said that under the 
new policy arrangements, the application 
was acceptable despite objections. 

A planning statement said homes on the 
new site could be used by key workers from 
the Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital and stu¬ 
dents at the specialist Derwen College. 

The statement said: “The affordable 
housing element will provide much needed 
accommodation for local residents, key 
workers from the nearby orthopaedic hos¬ 
pital, the elderly and for disabled students 
from the Derwen College at an affordable 
level of rent.” 


Book charts life of scholar

AN Oswestry librarian has 
written a book exploring life 
in the area in the mid-19th 
century. 

Derek Williams’s work is 
illustrated with old post¬ 
cards of Rhydycroesau, near 
Oswestry, as well as photo¬ 
graphs of places and people 
associated with Celtic 
scholar Robert Williams. 

‘Williams, the Llawnt’ is 
the first biography of Robert 
Williams, who was born in 
Conwy in 1810 and spent 
most of his working life as a 
rural clergyman and private 
tutor at Rhydycroesau. 

He was the author of the 
first Cornish dictionary. 

The book, published by Y 
Lolfa, gives a vivid picture 
of life in the north Wales 
Marches in the mid-19th 
century. 

Mr Williams, who has 
lived and worked in 
Oswestry for many years, 
said: “I published an early 
article about Robert 
Williams and his Lexicon 
Cornu-Britannicum, the 
first Cornish dictionary, in 
the Rhydycroesau History 
Group magazine and I 
couldn’t believe how little 
else was written about him.”

Crew’s kit will 
tackle fuel spills 

FIREFIGHTERS have been kitted out with 
new equipment to help them tackle call¬ 
outs involving pollution. 

Four of the brigade’s four-wheel drive 
vehicles are being kitted out by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency with specialist tools to 
help them deal with fuel and chemical 
spills. 

Also a new Toyota Hilux - dubbed an 
Environmental Protection Unit - has been 
provided jointly by the agency and the 
brigade. 

All fire engines in Shropshire are kitted 
with an environmental grab pack to help 
firemen deal with leaks, spillages and chem¬ 
icals. But the new Hilux will be have 
absorption mats and ‘socks’ to absorb fuel 
spills and a yellow ‘polyboom’ which opens 
up and forms an impenetrable dam to 
deflect slurry or chemicals. 

The new vehicle and extra equipment for 
Shropshire is part of a national project to 
equip all UK fire and rescue services.

“The siting of this development is not 
considered acceptable on the basis that it is 
not located within or adjacent to a recog¬ 
nised named settlement.” 

Councillor David Lloyd, who represents 
Gobowen on Shropshire Council, said he 
was pleased the refusal decision had been 
taken because of the large scale public oppo¬ 
sition to it.

WE know our readers always like 
to have the chance to solve a lit¬ 
tle mystery, so here’s another 
opportunity for those who know 
their Oswestry of yesteryear to 
do some sleuthing.

In the 
picture, on the left is the old Market Hall. 
On the right, beyond the shops with the sun 
blinds, is the cinema called The Kings at 
that time. Beyond the archway is a public 
house which is presently a nightclub and 
was previously called The Grapes. 

“The mystery is this - what was the 
canopy roof-like structure between the mar¬ 
ket hall and the cinema? 

“This canopy was removed when the 
market hall was demolished to make room 
for the Woolworths store to be built, which 
I think was in the 1970s. I remember the 
canopy as it was useful for keeping cinema 
patrons dry while waiting for the cinema to 
open in rainy weather. 

“Part of the market hall remains with 
access from The Cross and now occupied by 
Edinburgh Woollen Mills shop. The under¬ 
neath of the canopy was open - that is, no 
floor - and appeared as a series of timber 
trusses.” 

So there you are, guantlet thrown down, 
to which we might add another - does any¬ 
body know why there’s such a big crowd in 
the photo? Or would be the normal-sized 
crowd that you could expect to gather in 
this spot to go to the flicks, or whatever?

Village curate led field 
in nature observations

ASK someone on the street to come up with 
a ‘famous naturalist’ and many will likely 
plump for Charles Darwin, Sir David Attenbor¬ 
ough or, as Bill Bailey would wish, Alfred Rus¬ 
sell Wallace. 

Some may go down a different vein and mention the classic 
storytellers such as Beatrix Potter and Kenneth Grahame. 

The list is, happily, a long one, but there was one British 
naturalist in particular whose commitment to close observa¬ 
tion of the mundane and everyday in nature- what we would 
now call ‘field study’ - was pioneering and who inspired Dar¬ 
win, Wallace and of whom Kenneth Grahame wrote fondly; 
Gilbert White. 

White (1720-1793) was the curate of the village of Selborne 
in Hampshire. He was a fellow of Oriel College, Oxford, a 
farmer in a very small way, and a passionate gardener. From 
an early age he was fascinated by nature and recorded his 
observations. 

Philosophers 

In later life he began to correspond with several prominent 
‘natural philosophers’ and these letters were eventually 
edited and compiled in a book, The Natural History of Sel¬ 
borne (1789). It has never been out of print since its publica¬ 
tion and established the genre of nature-writing in English. 

The book is filled not just with observations and field notes, 
but with interesting ideas concerning the attraction of wildlife 
to one’s home. In early May 1787, White wrote: “My Bror. 
Thomas White nailed-up several large scallop shells under the 
eaves of his house at South Lambeth, to see if the house-mar¬ 
tins would build in them. 

These conveniences had not been fixed half an hour, before 
several pairs settled upon them; and, expressing great com¬ 
placency, began to build immediately. The shells were nailed 
on horizontally with the hollow side upward; and should, I 


think, have a hole drilled in their bottoms to let off moisture 
from driving rains.” 

I haven’t tried the scallop tip myself, but I assume it would 
still work rather well. However, keeping with a house martin 
theme, his observations; or rather, his assumptions, were 
occasionally less accurate. In early November of the same year 
he wrote: “Four swallows were seen s kimmi ng about in a lane 
below Newton. This circumstance seems much in favour of 
hiding, since the martins and swallows seemed to be with¬ 
drawn for some weeks. It looks as if the soft weather had 
called them out of their retirement.” 

This made it clear that Gilbert White assumed house mar¬ 
tins and their kin behaved rather like bats, showing little or 


no signs of activity during chillier days and returning to the 
skies when the warmth returned. But what about winter? 

Hibernation. White assumed that swallows and house mar¬ 
tins, as well as swifts all hibernated in caves, somewhere in 
the nearby countryside. He was perfectly aware that other 
species of bird did indeed migrate but not these ones. Why so? 

Well it seems that Gilbert White simply enjoyed the pres¬ 
ence of these birds so much that he loved the idea of them 
sleeping peacefully “300 yards from the village”. Wishful 
thinking does not marry well with ‘scientific evidence’, but it 
can nonetheless be rather charming at times.

Wrangler’s signature features remain the hall¬ 
marks, including classic round headlamps, a 
seven-slot grille, flared trapezoid wheel arches, 
exposed hinges and removable top. 

Wrangler keeps getting better. While retain¬ 
ing legendary capability, the Jeep boasts an all- 
new interior that delivers a host of comfort, 
convenience and versatility features.

With solid axles, removable doors, exposed 
hinges, a fold-down windscreen and innovative 
removable and convertible tops, the Jeep Wran¬ 
gler retains the brand’s coveted core values of 
authenticity. 

With room for five adults the Wrangler is the 
only four-door convertible on the marke, but you 
don’t get too much comfort in the back and the 
low roof means seat belting is essential to avoid 
banging your head if the driver stops suddenly. 

There’s a new interior with improved 
ergonomics and upgraded materials. Even 
though this is essentially very much an off- 
roader you now get electrically heated mirrors 
and seats and new steering wheel controls 
which allow the driver to operate the radio, 


cruise control, Bluetooth and other functions 
without releasing the wheel. 

For added safety and comfort you get elec¬ 
tronic stability control (ESC) and hill-start assist 
(HSA) as standard. 

Combined 

Visibility has been improved thanks to a larger 
rear window and increased sound proofing 
means the cab is a much quieter place than it 
used to be. 

With high ground clearance combined with 
short front and rear overhangs, the Jeep Wran¬ 
gler easily conquers challenging off-road obsta¬ 
cles, especially severe inclines. 

The powerplant for all Jeep Wrangler models 


is a 2.8-litre V-6 CRD producing 197 bhp (147 
kW) and 410 Nm of torque, backed by a stan¬ 
dard six-speed manual gearbox with stop-start 
technology or an available five-speed automatic 
transmission (460 Nm of torque). 

Behind the wheel there’s no ignoring the fact 
that you’re driving a hardened off-roader but 
Wrangler doesn’t disgrace itself on the Tarmac. 

Cornering is fine at sensible speeds though 
the vague steering means you should not relax 
too much. 

I love the roar of Jeep’s 2.8 diesel unit but it 
does get a bit much on long journeys with too 
much wind noise for my liking, particularly from 
the big door mirrors. 

If you’re a fan of this type of vehicle there’s 


just no denying its appeal. The number of Jeep 
enthusiasts across the world proves the brand 
has lost none of its pulling power. 

If you haven’t driven a Jeep you just don’t 
understand what it’s all about.

New Sportback from Audi is a 
class act with great price tag 



Prices range from £19,825 to £25,030 for the new A3 Sportback five-door

Wonders will never cease. I’ve just been driv¬ 
ing a new Audi that, wait for it, looks a bit of a 
bargain. 

Not simply stylish with a wonderful interior, like nearly all 
Audis, but so keenly priced it makes the (slightly smaller) 
new VW Golf, which shares lots of its hidden oily bits with the 
Audi, look a little dear. 

That’s unlikely to dent sales of the latest Golf, just voted 
European Car of the Year by an enormous margin, but it 
might make the Audi planners wonder if they’ve under-priced 
their new baby. 

Well, not so much a baby. This new five-door version of 
the A3 is called Sportback for some unfathomable reason 
and is longer than its three-door sibling. This releases useful 
legroom in the rear and helps the already decently sized boot 
accept a little more luggage. This extra space and two addi¬ 
tional doors adds £620 over the three-door version, which 
sounds more than reasonable in ‘Audiland.’ 

Prices start at £19,825 for the car tested here and top out, 
for the moment, at £25,030 for an A3 Sportback with a pow¬ 
erful 1.8-litre petrol engine and automatic gearbox. 

As ever, more versions, with more and less power can be 
expected, and there’s Audi options’ list to tempt as you con¬ 
figure your ideal car online during a coffee break at work. 

It’s a bit bigger than the old A3 Sportback, which suffered 
from arrested development in the rear seat legroom depart¬ 
ment, but more use of aluminium in place of pressed steel 
makes the newcomer usefully lighter. That ought to help fuel 
consumption. 

Audi listened to its customers and read all the road tests 
of the old car and noted how often a hard ride came up in 
the demerits column. So you can carry over the softer sus¬ 
pension set-up of the SE model to the sportier looking Sport 
and S line, which otherwise come with lower, stiffer spring¬ 
ing. 

But hardly anyone does; overwhelmingly, buyers of the lat¬ 


est three-door A3 put the hunched down look above any 
thoughts of extra comfort. I might think they’re daft, espe¬ 
cially with the ever-worsening state of our roads, but it’s their 
money. 

I suspect that lots of buyers will take one look at the econ¬ 
omy potential of the diesel-powered A3 and not even con¬ 
sider the petrol equivalent, which uses a bit more fuel, goes 
a little more slowly but costs £2,300 less. 

If you’re not planning inter-galactic mileages in your A3 
you really ought to try the car with the peppy 1.4-litre 122 
horsepower petrol engine. It’s a little gem; smooth as cream 


and with a near diesel-like pull from low revs (thank a tur¬ 
bocharger for that) and returning 47mpg on a Cotswolds’ 
jaunt at the car’s press launch. 

The standard, softer suspension gave the car all the poise 
you could ask for and was notably kinder on the spine than 
the set-up on a diesel Sport tried later. That car, over a shorter 
test route, actually proved thirstier (46mpg) than the petrol 
model. 

From the way the dashboard air vents adjust to instru¬ 
ments so clear that you almost feel their readouts without 
looking, this new, larger, small Audi is a class act.
